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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


THE SPANISH AND PORTUGUESE CONGREGATION. 

The announcement made that the Mahamad of the Spanish and Portu- 
guese Congregation seriously proposed to invite the Rev. Mr. Elmaleb, the 
Chief Rabbi of Mogador, te act temporarily as spiritual chief of the Congrege- 
tion produced quite a wave of excitement to pass over the members of the 
ancient and time-honoured Sephardi Congregation. It is not, perhaps, at all to 
the disparagement of the Rev. the Chief Rabbi of Mogador to say that the 
proposed appointment did not fall upon sympathetic minds, for it is only a man 
of rare personal and intellectual qualifications who could satisfactorily fill the 
vacant post. Inthe late Dr. Artom the Spanish and Portuguese Congregation 
possessed a Llaham of whom they were justly proud ; they felt, and with reason, 
that they possessed aman who could sustain the dignity of an office which tradition 
had invested with environments of no ordinary character. In Dr. Artom, in his 
personnel and in his acquirements, they saw much which went to satisfy their 
pride as Sephardim and to stpport their prestige as the oldest Jewish Con- 
gregation in the metropolis. And the late lamented Haham, in addition to 
his talents and fine presence, really took an earaest and active part in edu- 
cation, and did much towards giving the Spanish and Portuguese Congrega- 
tion a reputation quite apart from the accidents of wealth and age and the 
mellowing influences of tradition. An Italian by birth, we know how soon 
he mastered the difficulties of our language; we know how he enthralled his 
audiences by his impassioned eloquence and finished oratorical gesture ; and, 
further, we know that in a few short years he raised the Sephardi Congregation 
to an elevation it had not commanded for at least half a century before. The 
sudden death of the reverend and learned doctor left a blank which no one had 
qualified himself by anticipation to fill. When, therefore, it became known that 
the Rev. Mr. Elmaleh, of Mogador, had been invited to fill the vacancy, 
several leading members of the Congregation took’ alarm, and not without 
reason, for it could not be expected that the reverend gentleman could satisfy 
the demands which would be made on him; nay, more, it would be unfair to 
the reverend gentleman—himself unacquainted with the English language, with 
English manners and customs, with English literature, with the English system 
of education—to throw off at once his character of representative of Barbary 
Jews and step into the shoes of the graceful, cultured and energetic Dr. 
Artom. That the Rev. Mr. Elmaleh hearing that the Spanish and Portuguese 
Congregation were divided and that his election would not be unanimous, 
withdrew his acceptance of the offer made to him, shows him to bea man of 
prudence and common sense, and not inclined te court difficulties just for the 
sake of grappling with them. It may be that the members of the Sephardi 
Congregation do not know where to look for a successor to their late Haham, 
and that they do not like to be left in dreary widowhood. The question has 
indeed been started whether they might not with advantage keep the appoint- 
ment of Chief Rabbi indefinitely open with the object of ultimately uniting 
more closely with the “German” sections of the community. The Spanish 
and Portuguese Congregation would of course retain the management of their 
own synagogues, and continue their own ritual. Nor is the desire for Unity 
confined to any one section of the community. It found eloquent expression in the 
stirring words of the Rev. Prof. D. W. Marks last Sunday, at the inauguration 
of the new Bayswater School. No one present could doubt that the reverend 
professor's words fell upon sympathetic ears. This aspiration for a closer union 
between the Sephardi and Ashkenazi and Reform Cengregations is not perhaps 
likely to be realized in the immediate present, but we have seen within the last 
ten years such strides taken towards the consolidation of the community that 
he would be a bold man indeed who would declare that its realization is quite 
beyond the range of possibility. 


FRANCES COUNTESS WALDEGRAVE. | 

The death of Frances Countess Waldegrave calls vividly to mind an important 
chapter in Jewish history, which was enacted in Berlin towards the close of the 
last and the commencement of the present century. The successor, in a sense, 
of the Duchess of Devonshire, Lady Holland and Lady Palmerston, and the 
modern English representative of Madame de Siac! and Madame Récamier, this 
remarkable woman presents not fewer but more points in common with that 
galaxy of female wit, beauty, vivacity and intelligence, which illaminated 
Prassian society of all creeds nearly a hundred years ago, and the 
most distinguished members of which were Rahel, Henrietta Herz, Henrietta 
Mendelssohn and her sister Dorothea Veit, the sisters Marianne Meyer, and 
Frau von Grotthaus, and last, but not least, Baroness Arnstein. Like Lady 
Waldegrave, all these ladies were the daughters of Jewish parents, and, like 


' herself, they may all be said to have excelled in “ L’art de tenir salon.” Every 


one of them might boast, too, that she had changed many admirers and 
acquaintances into firm friends. If the North German salons were of a literary 
rather than a political character, this was because the unsatisfactory state of 
public affairs at the time of which we are speaking caused men and women to 
avoid politics as much as possible, and to find an interest in the cultivation of 
literature and science. Like their modern English representative, too, Henrietta 
Berz, Marianne Meyer and her sister, and the Barness Arnstein owed not a little 
of their influence to their personal attractions. The first of them, however 
though more beautiful than the others—indeed hers was regarded as the standard 
ef German beauty—was endowed with qualities of heart aud head which were 
of themselves suflicient to win the most valuable -friendships. If the recently 
deceased lady was one of the pillars of the Liberal party, and basked in the sun- 
shine of royal favour, aud if to her generous sympathies and intelligentappreciation 
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of what was noble and good, many a worthy aspirant for fame ow2d his advance : 


to distinction, the brilliant assemblage of German ladies to whom we have 
referred, were even more powerful, (oethe, the two Humboldts, General Tet- 
ternborn, Varnhagen von Ense, Hegel, Jean Pau! Richter, Frederick Schlegel, Baron 
Brinckman, Frederich von Gentz, Schleiermacher, the philologist Wolf, Fichte 
and Beethoven, Ludwig Tieck and Ludwig Borne, Becker, Freiherr von Stein, 
Count Astolf Custine, and many other celebrities, worshipped at the unpretentious 
shrine of Rahel in the Jagergasse, or at the gardens of Teplitz, or elsewhere, and 
at the feet of the beautiful and gifted/Henriette Herz and her less illustrious 
colleagues. Rahel has been called the “ Mother of young Germany.” Not that any 
of these ladies had greater advantages of birth than the lateCountess Waldegrave. 
It wasthe inborn nobility of each which succeeded in shining in its proper sphere. 
There is yet another singular point of comparison. All of them, Henrietta Herz 
and Mendelssohn excepted, married distinguished personages out of their faith- 
Rahel, in her youth, had been engaged to Count Finkenstein. The engagement 
was broken off on account of her ancestry, and at length she married Varnhagen. 
Dorothea Mendelssohn was, at first, married by her father to David Veit, a man 
with whom she had nothing in common. After a time they were separated, and 
she married Schlegel, whose intellect she adored. Marianne Meyer was origin- 
ally wooed by Count Christian Bernstorff, but her faith being regarded as an 
obstacle by the father of the Count, she accepted Prince Reuss and became 
Frau von Eybenburg. Fortune was against her all her life, for on the morning 
of her marriage she received news from Bernstorff of the death of his father. 
The Baroness Arnstein was the daughter of Itzig, a rich Jewish banker in Berlin. 
The career of these distinguished ladies possesses for us the same melancholy 
interest as that of Lady Waldegrave, for all were of Jewish descent, but either 
they or their parents severed their connection with Judaism. The impulse which 
Moses Mendelssohn gave to general culture and social equality had produced ap 
effect among his Jewish countrymen which this pious and orthodox Jew could 
never have foreseen. The rising generation, so. powerfully influenced by his 
mind, were not all imbued with the same regard for religion. Some were too 
easily captivated by externals at the same time that they were repelled by a low 
estimate of the female character really foreign to Judaism, but prevalent at that 
time among Jews. The result was that the advantages which he opened up for 
them were not enjoyed in moderation but proved their moral destruction, and 
neither Judaism nor Christianity was held in much esteem among that gifted 
circle of Jewish women.

BUCHAREST, JULY 6. 
The majority of the Committee appointed to report upon the question of 
the revision of the Constitution have agreed upon the terms of the new clause 
which it is proposed to substitute for Article 7. The Committee's draft provides 
that foreigners may acquire the citizenship individually after a residence of ten 
years in the country, thus obtaining, also, the right of voting in the elections to 
the Legislature. The citizenship is to be extended immediately to persons 
coming under certain categories. The Government do not approve of the Com- 
mittee's report. 
BUCHAREST, JULY 9, 
The Senate and the Chamber are each in committee, endeavouring to arrive 
at an understanding with the Ministry on the question of the revision ot the 
Constitution. 


The situation is critical, as neither party shows any sign of yielding. 


A Reuter’s telegram from Bucharest says that notice has been given of an 
interpellation of the Chamber, inquiring what measures have been taken by the 


Government to prevent the incessant immigration on the northern frontier of 
Jewish families from Austria and Russia.

In Roumania the whole population are becoming weary of the Jewish 
uestion, and they are anxious to see it settled in some way in order that the

It is still somewhat doubtful, however, if the modification in 
the political situation of the Roumanian Jews introduced by the present 
Chambers will prove satisfactory to all the Great Powers. Germany is expected 
to be especially exacting in connection with this matter.

The amusing attempt of the Roumanian Chamber to evade the distinct 
rescriptions of the Berlin Srey by postponing the emancipation of the Jews 
or a period of ten years has called forth serious remonstrance on the part of the 
Powers, and more especially of Germany. The greater part of the Koumanian 
railways having been constructed by the aid of German money, this country can 
hardly afford to allow the most industrious part of the Roumanian population to 


continue in a state of oppression and outlawry highly detrimental to commercial 
development. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily Telegraph telegraphed the followin 
on Wednesday night: “The question of the emancipation sidews in Rowsenla 
has now entered an acute pa On Saturday afternoon a conference was held 
at the French Embassy here, where M. Tesserenc de Bort, Sir Henry Elliot, 

rince Reuss, and the Italian Chargé d’Affaires were present. Austria, Russia, 
and Turkey were not represented. The subject under consideration was 
discussed at considerable length, and it was unanimously pronounced to be 
advisable that the Powers should carry the matter through—poursuivre l'affaire 
jusqu au bout. The four parties present were, however, unable to come to an 
understanding as to the means to be employed for the purpose, or, as it was 
termed at their gathering, la mode de procedure. The upshot of the afternoon's 
proceedings was that they should be communicated to the Austrian Government, 
which, be it observed, had not taken part in them, Count Andrassy is not 
diaposed to push things to an paeaie, nor to exercise undue pressure at 
Bucharest. He is of opinion that it would not be wise to enter upon @ course 


| 
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which, practically speaking, cannot be followed up beyond certain limits ; wh; 
in plain language, I take to imply that, if serious resistance be encountered on 
the part of the Roumanian Government, it will be impossible for the Powers 
to resort to coercive measures. Meanwhile Austro-Hungary is ready to lend 
her good offices. Yesterday morning M. de Hoyos, the Austrian representative 
at Bucharest, will have received full instructions from Vienna as to the steps he 
is to take, and substantially they are as follows: He is to invite the Roumanian 
Government to inform the Powers, without delay, what measures wil] be 
to carry out the Treaty of Berlin as regards the equality of creeds in th, 
Principality. In consenting to undertake this poy the Austrian Govern. 
ment does not join in the coercive policy some of the Powers seem prepared to 
enter upon, but merely acts as a co-signer of the Berlin Treaty. 6 reserve of 
the Russian Government should not escape notice, though it would be nazardous 
to conjecture what may be its motives for keeping altogether aloof of the matter 
As to the Roumanian Government itself, its chief object under prevent circum. 
stances must be to gain time, and that is easily accounted for. Every day it ig 
able to give to the Parliamentary Commission fresh proofs that the Powers are 
bent on obtaining the complete emancipation of the Jews, and corsequently the 
members of the Commission may be expected to come round gradually to more 
conciliatory views. Should to-day’s news, however, be confirmed, and the 
Roumanian Legislature refuse any further concessions, the result threatens to 
be most serious for the Principality, and perhaps disastrous for its Ruler,” 


The June “ Bulletin” of the Alliance Israélite Universelle states that on the 
occasion of the assembling of the Roumanian Constituent Assembly in Bucharest, g 
deputation from the Israelitish Alliance of Vienna, headed by its President, the 
Chevalier Joseph von Wertheimer, waited on Count Andrassy and handed to his Excel. 
lency a petition in favour of the Roumanian Jews, together with a copy of Professor 
Bluntschli's Memorandum. The Austrian Councillor received the deputation most 
cordially, and gave them the assurance that the Austro-Hungarian Cabinet held the 
same views regarding the Jewish question as the other Western Powers, 


The Daily Telegraph, of Tuesday, contains a leader forcibly advocating the rights 
of the Jews of Roumania and Servia. 


The Spectator, in an article entitled “Lord Salisbury on the Armenians and the 
Jews,” complains that the Government has not given sufficient heed to the condition 
of the Armenians, so as to secure from the Porte those reforms which were 
contemplated in the Berlin Treaty, and then,-by way of contrast, speaks as 
follows of the course adopted by the British Government on the Jewish 
question in Roumania: “There is a clause in the Treaty of Berlin whic. 
like the clause in favour of the Armenians, is the embodiment of a philan- 
thropic wish, and aims at ends higher than mere re-distribution of Turkish territory 


and population. The Jews of Roumania, partly on economic and partly on religious 


grounds, are disliked by the majority, and are therefore subjected to permanent 
disabilities and occasional persecutions. which. although not «o terrible as those of 
the Armenians, are still shamefully severe. Consequently. the diplomatists at Berlin 
arranged that the abolition of religious disabilities should be one of the conditions of 
Roumanian independence. Roumania. like Turkey, is very unwilling to fulfil these 
stipulations, and, like Turkey, interposes constant delays, talks of constitutional 
difficulties, and would, if she could, still leave the Jews outside the protection of the 
law. The Jews appeal to the Powers through their ‘Alliance.’ as the Armenians 
appeal through their Patriarch, and the British Government finds that it is bound to 
maintain these stipulations. The sufferers are not Christians, they are Jews, a race 
to which great personages, both in finance and politics, belong, and consequently, till 
their rights have been acknowledged and their wrongs redressed, Roumania cannot 
be officially acknowledged or a British Diplomatic Agent remain in Bucharest. 
Roumania is not, indeed, invaded, but the most stringent of all forms of diplomatic 
pressure is unhesitatingly applied. There is not one single reason for our conduct to 
Roumania, which we fully acknowledge has been justifiable conduct, which would 
not justify us in withdrawing Sir Henry Layard from Constantinople, and leaving 
the Sultan face to face with his European enemies. Instead of doing that, Lord 
Salisbury pats the Porte upon the back, acknowledges that it cannot help itself, 
promises that it shall not be punished, whatever massacres it may tolerate, and 60 
leaves the question,—to write, let us hope, a despatch showing that in the existing 
circumstances of the British Ministry the Jewish clauses of the Treaty of Berlin 
must be enforced, though the Christian clauses are only ‘ stipulations,’ of no account 
at all as agreements, which it is ‘absurd’ to think involve responsibility.” 

The Bedfordshire Mercury, in reproducing the Memorial presented to the Rou- 
manian Chambers by the Jews of Roumania, says: “It was at Bedford that one of 
the earliest town meetings was held in reference to the condition of the oppressed 
nationalities in the East of Europe ; and at that meeting a numerous and influential 
representation of the town manifested its earnest sympatliy on behalf of the suffering 
Jews of Roumania. It is to be hoped that this touching memorial will not fail to 
bring about such a revision of the constitutional laws as will place ali classes of the 
community on a footing of complete liberty and equality as regards their civil and 
religious rights and privileges.” 


REVISION OF THE RITUAL.—We understand that the Committee of the North 
London Synagogue has declined to co-operate with the Board of Management of the 
Central Synagogue in connection with the question of the revision of the ritual, 
The reason assigned, we believe, is that only six of the ten constituent synagogues 
of the United Synagogue were invited to co-operate. 

PROVINCIAL JEWISH SCHOOLS.—The Rev. G. J. Emanuel continued his tour of 
inspection of Jewish Schools by visiting the Cardiff Congregational School on the 
2nd inst.

Head-master, and he is assisted by the Rev. A. Abelson and Miss Moses.

Sirn,—Sunday, the 29th ult., was an eventful day for those interested in the 
welfare of this Congregation. A fortnight previously, as your readers have 
been already informed, a motion was brought forward in the Board of Elders 
by the Mahamad (Wardens) to elect the Rev. Mr. Elmaleh, who is at present I 
believe the (Honorary) Chief Rabbi of Morocco, to a similar dignity in their 
own community, and thus to confer upon him the rank of spiritual chief with 
ite accompanying responsibilities. The proposal of the Mahamad was adopted 
by a large majority, but the “‘ Ascaba,” or Laws of the Congregation, wisely 
stipulate that all resolutions shall be confirmed within a stated period prior to 
their being carried into effect. When the motion was first enn 25 forward no 
intimation of the important business before the meeting had been made to the 
Elders, this probably accounts for the small number present when a matter so 
deeply affecting the whole community was to come on for discussion. The 
minority was greatly concerned at the result of the discussion and at the possi- 
bility that a gentleman would be elected to the office who was almost totally 
unacquainted with the English language ; though it was on all sides conceded 
that Mr. Elmaleh is an eminent rabbinical scholar, thoroughly conversant with 
the laws which govern our religion and its observances, they considered that it 
was impossible that he should have that knowledge of the educational system 
of this country, and possess that insight into the many vexed questions which 
must of necessity occupy the attention of the head of an important body such 
as the Sephardic community wishes to remain. 

During the interval which elapsed from the 15th June till Sunday, the 29th, 
one or two gentlemen who took a strong lead in resisting the appointment 
ventilated these opinions among the general body of members, and, as 1aay be 
eupposed, they found among them numerous supporters of their views. This 
having come to the ears of the Rev. Mr. Elmaleb, he adopted a course which 
reflects highly on his tact and discretion, as he informed the Wardens that he 
would in any event be compelled to decline the honour which they sought to 
confer upon him, stating that his ordinary vocations were now no iesier those 
of a minister, and that he made this communication with less reluctance, as he 
would extremely regret to be the cause of any dissension among the members. 
Under these circumstances the Mahamad announced that the proposal would be 
allowed to drop. I consider that the Congregation are to be greatly congratu- 
lated on this result ; but at the same time I trust that they will not allow the 
question of appointing a gentleman to fill up the vacancy caused by the lamented 
and premature death of their Jate head, the Rev. Dr. Artom, to be likewise 
dropped, or even to be for long postponed. 

No institution, community, or State can flourish without an efficient head, 
nor can any synagogue. To my mind the Sephardic community has sorely 
suffered since they have been in their present chieftainless condition. It is only 
requisite to enter one of their synagogues on a Sabaath or holiday morning to 
observe the apathy of the sparse congregation—whose unpunctuality in attend- 
ance constantly diverts the attention of the worshippers. The recently estab- 
lished synagogues naturally divert those members who reside in the vicinity of 
the new buildings, and the more orderly and sympathetic services in these 
eannot but attract other and particularly the younger members. Instruction 
from the pulpit, which is so important a feature in the service of neatly all the 
other metropolitan synagogues, is conspicuous by its absence both at Bevis Marks 
and at Bryanstone Street. | 

Space does not allow me to expatiate at greater length on this subject at 
present, but I commend the authorities to appoint without delay a competent 
gentleman. whose duty and whose pieasnre it would be to seek to regain for the 
Portuguese Synagogues and their allied institutions a portion at least of their 
ancient prestige.— Yours obediently, A YEHID.

I[t is 
unfortunate to find even yet, in unguarded or excited moments, men betraying 
marks of prejudice or bigotry still lurking in the Christian breasts, As a recent 
instance, we have this week in the House of Commons Mr. Bigger opelyiné the 
term “ Jew’s bargain ” in an offensive sense to a proposal of the Chancellor of 
the Exchequer. The Irish member, in bie usual blustering way, abuses every 
one in turn, so it is probable no one will deign to bring him to account for this. 
lt behoves every man of intelligence to treat each individual case on its own 
merite, not to be biassed against class or sect ; to defame a whole body for the 
default of the degraded few would be, as Mr. Woolloton is free enough now to 
confess, both unjust and irrational. 

The worthy Baron’s admirable example should impress us that we owe it 
to our own self-respect to eschew intercourse with the would-be detractors of 
our race. It is too often urged against us that for pecuniary gain or self- 
aggrandisement, we are ready to stoop to anything!

REVISION OF THE RITUAL.

Sirn,—Some time since, in an article on this subject you observed that uni- 
formity in the service was never the aim of Judaism. This may, in a great 
measure account for the doctrine now in vogue, that what might be abolished in 
one synagogue must by all means be enforced in another. I fail to see why 
those regularly attending the city synagogues and whose love for Judaism and 
its ceremonies cannot be doubted, should be compelled to sit ont a long service, 
part of which is meaningless and frequently bordering on idolatry. It is time 
that an end be put to this child’s play. If our respected and venerable Chief 
Rabbi is afraid to take upon himself the responsibility to revise the Ritual—not 
by bits and fits and starts, but suitably to the wants of the age—I respectfully 
submit that he is in duty bound to call in the assistance of his subordinates and 
advise with them what had best be adopted. Nothing can be more dangerous 
than resting contented with “ Peace in my time.” Take for example the Great 
Synagogue, the best attended place of worship in England, watch the congrega- 
tion during the recital of some of the piyutim. Of course, there will always be 
fanatics who will cry out at any improvement in the service ; but are men of 
common sense to stand by and see the rising generation growing more and more 
indifferent to their religion, simply because the service of the synagogue does 
not appeal to their hearts, and seems arranged purposely to baffle their under- 
standing? I say with “ Nemo” there are piyutim and piyutim, let us by all 
means have a Synod to revise the 7M». 

Surely, we have in our midst men sufficiently qualified, earnest and practical, 
who know what is required and what is an eyesore. Look at the prayer-book of 
the Portuguese Congregation and compare it with our own ; one can be understood 
by any ordinary Hebrew scholar, as to the other only the few gifted scholars 
what it contains, and these are the men who avoid the contents if they have 
the chance. You alluded recently to a conference that is about to take place. 
I should not care much to trust the question to members of the Local Boards if 
confided to them, unless they call in the assistance of those who are known to 
possess experience in these matters and whu have the proper feeling for Judaism 
and love it for its purity and who wish to see it firmly rooted in the hearts of 
their children, and who hope that the world at large will look up to it and profit 
therefrom.

sai religious service was brought to a conclusion with the singing of 953° by the 
children. 

The Rev. R, Harris, Hon. Sec,, read a letter of apology received from Sir Moses 
Montefiore, who expressed regret that he was unable to be present, but sent a 
cheque for five guineas with his good wishes for the success and welfare of the insti- 
tution. The Chief Rabbi, Sir Barrow Ellis, Sir N. M. de Rothschild, Baron Henry de 
Worms and others also sent letters of apology. 


Mr. H. L. CoHEN, the President, then addressed the meeting. He said that scarcely 
a generation had passed since the time when the Jewish families living in that district 
could be counted by units. The rapid increase in their number at the present day 
had been surprising to all. Shortly after the erection of the Bayswater Synagogue. 
now nearly fifteen years ago, a benevolent lady whose absence that day they would all 
regret, Mrs. Simon Halford, urged upon the attention of a few leading members of the 
congregation the necessity of there being some provision made for the education of 
the children of the poor who lived in that quarter of London. A small building was 
secured for the purpose of providing for that education, but it was soon found to be 
quite inadequate to accommodate the number of children who sought admission. 
_Another school-hovse was secured, which was inaugurated with great éc/a? by the 
Chief Rabbi; whose absence from that day's proceedings all those present would join 
with him in regretting. But it soon appeared that they were not to find rest for the 
sole of their foot, for shortly afterwards the all powerful locomotive laid its iron grip 
upon their building and again they had to seek for other premises. Owing to the 
kind forethought of Sir Francis Goldsmid arrangements were made with the Great 
Western Railway Company, whereby the interests of the school were safeguarded and 
so protected that they should not suffer by the enforced removal. Those present would 
see how satisfactorily this had all been carried out. He felt it his duty, however, to 
remind them that the several removals had not been made without the managers 
having incurred considerable expences beyond the compénsation obtained from the 
railway company. He, therefore, had to appear before them as a suppliant and to 
appeal to them and other friends of Jewish education to enable the committee to 
carry on the institution unfettered by a building debt. They desired to pay their way 
and to do this successfully more money must be subscribed. He knew that the wants 
of that the youngest, but not the least deserving, of the communal institutions, would 
not be unheeded. There was, he knew, an opinion held by a few members of the 
community that the Jewish schools would sooner or later be superseded by the Board 
Schools. He gave way to no man in liberality of thought in educational matters, but 
he maintained that it was but common prudence for the community to preserve in all 
possible efficiency their Jewish schools where their children would be surrounded by 
all that distinctive religious element which it was the duty of all Jews to help in 
preserving (Applause). 

Mr. M. J AFFE, the Treasurer, read a list of donations amounting to about £500, 
Further subscriptions are expected to clear off the deficiency of the Building Fund, 
which is about £1,200. The Baroness de Rothschild has contributed £200 to the 
Building Fund, in memory of her lamented husband. 

Mr. F. D. MocaTTa said that he hoped the list of donations which had just been 
read by the excellent treasurer of the institution would be considerably increased. He 
had had the pleasing task committed to him of proposing a vote of thanks to the hon. 
officers and the members of the committee. He highly praised the committee for the 
zeal and diligence they had shown in the management of the institution, and he 
begged also to compliment the teachers for the efficiency with which they discharged 
their onerous and responsible duties. The Committee included several of the most 
zealous and active members of the community, and he could only hope that the rising 
generation would show a desire to take their full share of such communal work and 
maintain inall vigour, the efficiency and usefulness such excellent schools as they had the 
pleasure of inaugurating that day, and conduct them from as high a standpoint as did 
the present managers of Jewish schools. It was a source of much gratification to observe 
how thoroughly efficient all the great Jewish schools had proved themselves to be. 
The Manchester Jewish Schools were at the head of all schools of a similar grade in 
Great Britain, and the great Jews’ Free School of London had hardly a compeer. It 
would be a shortsighted policy, nay, he would go so far as to say that it would be an 
irreligious act for them now to desert the Jewish schools. He knew that a certain

Dr. Hermann Adler 
not only walked worthily in the footsteps of his father, the Rev. the Chief : 
but also showed a fatherly interest in every communal institution and e 
his religious zeal beyond the limits of his own congregation. Mr. De 
insisted with much emphasis on the necessity of maintaining Jewish schools, He 
remembered that when Jews sought the removal of political disabilities they were 
told “agitate, agitate, agitate.” Now, if they were to prove themselves fully Worthy 
of those rights which they now enjoyed, they should vary the advice and “ educate, 
educate, educate.” 

The Rev. Dr. H. ADLER, who was greeted with applause, acknowledged the vote 
of thanks. He was chargel by the Chief Rabbi with a message of regret that he 
was unable to be with them that Cay. but he sent them his best wishes and blessin 
He had often from the pulpit iimnresed his congregation with the belief that oftey 
our troubles are only blessinws in dieruise. That truth had been peculiarly exemplified 
in the history of the Bayswater Jewish Schools. They had been but one week in the 
occupation of their former school-house. when the Great Western Railway set its iron 
grasp upon them and they hai to seek for other premises. He gratefully acknow. 
ledged the services of Sir Francis Goldemid. who, as Chairman of the Committee tp 
which the Bill of the Great Western Railway Compauy was committed, had secured 
the Committee of the school from loss through the enforced removal. The 
valuable aid of their Architect, Mr. N. 8S. Joseph, the gratuitous and zealous 
services of Mr. Frederick Gale, their Parliamentary Agent, and of Mr. Lewis 
Emanuel, their Honorary Solicitor, should also be mentioned with gratitude, Dr 
Adler made an earnest appeal for additional subscriptions to the Building Fund, 
On the question of Jewish education he had spoken from the pulpit on the previous 
day. He, therefore, thought it unnecessary to again enlarge upon the subject. He 
would, however, mention that the voluntary schools could favourably compare with 
the Board schools for efficiency and cost. The voluntary schools could command the 
spontaneous interest of their supporters in their progress and well-being, and this 
personal interest prevented them from becoming mere machines for imparting to the 
pupils a certain prescribed modicum of knowledge. 

The Rev. Prof. D. W. Marks said that he was pleased to observe so large and 
influential an assembly on that occasion. It was a testimony that those present 
appreciated the importance of the institution they had inaugurated that day with a 
solemn service. The Rev. Dr. Adler had referred to some remarks he had made from 
the pulpit on the subject of Jewish education, and he (Prof. Marks) would also beg 
to refer to that subject which should have so much interest for the community in the 
present day. They had reversed the maxim so eloquently laid down by Macaulay. 
With them education had commenced from the lowest strata of society and communal 
provision for the education of the children of the poor had preceded the establish. 
ment of schools for the rich. Great abuses had, unfortunately, been permitted under 
the Education Acta. The Board schools had been, as they knew, established for the 
education of the children of the poorest classes, in fact for the “ gutter children,” 
and all that these children were to be taught was “ the three R's,” and the cost was 
contemplated not to exceed 3d. in the 2 to the ratepayer. But.a rate of twice that 
amount had been raised, A well-founded opinion had also been expressed that the 
Board Schools had gone beyond their sphere and had me tipo an education for a 
higher class. Many a tradesman in a good position had availed himself of that 
education for his children at the expense of the ratepayers. The Board schools 
continuing thus, would gradually draw to them all the children from the denomi- 
national schools. This, he maintained, was never contemplated by the Education 
Act, What. then, should be done by the voluntary schools to meet this unfair 
competition’? He replied, make the system of education at voluntary schools so good 
and so broad that they shall be superior to the Board schools, and await the result. 
He especially urged this advice upon the managers of Jewish schools. If they would 
not heed it they would find an ever-increasing number of Jewish children being 
educated at Board schools, and ‘although there might not be at those schools any 
anti-Jewish teaching, the influence of the absence of positive Jewish training would 
inevitably be feit upon the children, which would in the end weaken their attachment 
to their ancestral faith. It was, therefore, the duty of all friends of Jewish educa- 
tion to support generously their own Jewish schools. Reference had been made that 
day to a friend of education. Sir Francis Goldsmid. A memoir of that eminent Jew 
would be published shortly, and it would be found that his views on the question of 
Jewish sieestion were in accord with those of the Rev. Dr. Adler's. He con- 
sidered that a lad, say of sixteen, could be safely sent to a general school, but 
it was most necessary and indispensable that young children should only be seus 
to Jewish schools, so that the influence of Jewish education should be with them 
throughout their whole lives. After referring to the services rendered to the institu- 
tion by Mr. B. S. Marks (who gratuitously taught drawing to the pupils), of Mr. Lewis 
Emanuel (hon. solicitor), Dr. Oppenheim (hon. medical officer), and Mr. Louis 
Emanuel, Prof. Marks said that he was delighted to see present on that occasion 
members of all congregations. It was an evidence that they could all work together 
for the object they all had individually in view—the furtherance of their common 
Judaism. (Applause). Time was healing many differences. The more they worked 
together, the more they displayed towards each other common courtesies, the sooner 
would that time spoken of by the Prophet arrive, when the stick inscribed with the 
name of Joseph and that with the name of Israel shall be as one stick united, insepa- 
rable. (Applause). 

” Mr. M. 8. OPPENHEIM seconded the vote, which was briefly acknowledged by Mr. 
5. MARKS. 

The Rev. 8. SINGER proposed a vote of thanks to the teachers, Mr. Solomou Heil- 
bron, Master, Miss Saltiel, Mistress, and Miss Zechariah, Assistant Governess. 

Mr. Serjeant Simon, M.P., in seconding the vote, spoke at some length on the 
subject of denominational education, and forcibly impressed upon the attention of the 
meeting the necessity of the Jewish community supporting the Jewish schools, 0 
that they might favourably compete with Board Schools. He also urged the import- 
ance of a distinctive religious training of children and the necessity of Jewish child- 
ren being taught a knowledge of Hebrew.

A letter was read from Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, acknowledging the vote of 
condolence to the members of the family of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild 
passed at the last meeting of the Council. It was resolved that the letter should be 
entered on the minutes. 

A report of the Building Committee with reference to property in Mitre Square 
contiguous to the Great Bynagogue was considered by the meeting, and, after some 
discussion, was adopted with the addendum that the ttee should report to the 
Council before finally letting the property. 

An interesting report from the Passover Flour Committee on the distribution 
of motzas to the poor was presented by Mr. Noah Davis, one of the Overseers of the 
Poor. He moved that the tax on the flour should be continued at the rate of 7s. 6d. per 
sack as heretofore. 

Mr. H, A. IsRAEL said that the zealous and valuable services of the Overseers of 
the Poor in connection with the distribution of motzas to the poor should be heartily 
acknowledged by the Council, 

Mr, J. GOLDHILL eaid that he strongly objected to the further continuance of 
the tax on the flour used for the manufacture of motzas. The time had gone by 
when food should be taxed. The trade of motza-baking should be wholly unfettered, 
and it was a mistake even to restrict the importation of motzas from abroad. Such 
a competition with the motza-bakers kept down the price of motzas. The interests 
of other persons than the poor should be. considered by the synagogue. The course 
proposed by the Committee was virtually instituting a “ protection ” in favour of 
the London bakers. He moved : “ That the Council forego absolutely al! taxation of 
flour, and make the entire cost of motzas for the poor a charge upon the funds of 
the United Synagogue, raising the amount required by a epecia! tax upon the seat- 
holders.” 

Mr. B. Brrnsat™M seconded the amendment. 

Mr, JoserpH DAvis said that while he supported the continuance of the tax for 
the present, he hoped the time would soon arrive when it would be removed. 

Mr. Maurice Hart said that the tax was not at all oppressive, and had but an 
infinitesimal influence upon the price of motzas. It was absolutely necessary that 
the flour should be ground under supervision. He maintained that if there were 
no tax the seatholders of the. United Synagogue would be taking upon their 
shoulders a burden quite unwarranted by the circumstances. He knew of no tax 
that was open to less objection and was so little oppressive as this trifling flour-tax. 

Mr. SAMUEL MONTAGU said that it was mere ed captandnm argument for mem- 
bers to argue for the abolition of the flour-tax on the plea of *‘ free-trade in motzas.” 
While it was indispensable that there should be ecclesiastical supervision of the 
grinding of the flour, it was quite impossible that there could be “ free-trade’ in the 
sense indicated by those who proposed that the tax should be abolished. 

Mr. R, Z. BLOOMFIELD said that in the name of that loug and patient sufferer. 
the taxed seatholder, he supported the continuance of the flour-tax as the only way 
of reaching, in however small a degree, those who, not being seatholders of the 
United Synagogue, would otherwise not support the general communal duty of dis- 
tributing motzas to the poor 

The recommendation of the Committee was carried by an overwhelming 
majority, only two dissentient votes being recorded against it. . j 

It was also resolved that the Council request the Ecclesiastical Authorities to 
withhold permission from any applicant for the preparation of flour without first 
referring such applicant to the Overseers, to enable them to make arrangements 
which, while not interfering with the rights of provincial congregations, would 
protect the finances of the United and Portuguese Synagogues. 

A cordial vote of thanks was passed to the Overseers of the Poor, Messre. Noah 
Davis and Maurice Hart, for. their services in connection with the distribution of 
motzas, 

A report of the Executive Committee recommending that power be given to the 
West End Synagogue to borrow £2,500, in addition to the £4,000 already authorised 
by the Council, was adopted ve. con. on the motion of Mr. D. DAvis, and seconded 
by Mr. SAuL SOLOMON. 

A letter was read from Mr. J. I. Solomon, of 28, King Street, Cheapside, request- 
ing on behalf of Mr. Samuel Moses that the Council would appoint Trustees fer the 


managenfent of the bequest of the late Eleazer Levy, formerly of Cutler Street, 


Houndsditch, who died many years ago. Mr. Levy had left a sum of about 
£1,000 to be invested, the interest to be devoted to giving a dowry to descendants 
of five designated families in Holland, and, failing such descendants, the capital 
and interest to be devoted to the general funds of the Great Synagogue. The 
Rev. Solomon Herschell, the late Chief Rabbi, was a Trustee under the Will, and 
at his death a “ Scheme" was approved by the Court of Chancery for the adminis- 
Mr. Samuel Moses was the sole surviving Trustee under this 
Scheme, and he asked the Council to appoint Trustees, so that the Fund might in 
future be administered in connection with the United Synagogue, which had a 
reversionary interest in it. The subject was referred to the Executive Committee for 
consideration. 

Mr. A, E. SYDNEY ssid that that meeting being the last of the present Session, 
he desired to move a vote of thanks to the President, Vice-Presidents, and other 
honorary officers of the United Synagogue, He cordially acknowledged, on behalf 
of the members of the Council, the unvarying kindness, urbanity, and zeal of the 
President, Mr. Sampson Lucas, and the courtesy, indefatigable energy, and painstak- 
ing services of Mr. Lionel L. Cohen, one of the Vice-Presidents, whose eminent and 
invaluable services to the community were beyond praise. He expressed a hope that 
Sir Nathaniel de Rothschild, who had now succeeded to the proud position of his 
lamented father, would emulate the noble and bright example of his lamented father 
in the interest he had evinced in all matters affecting the interests of the Jewish 
community. Mr, Sydney also praised the services of the other honorary officers of 
the Congregation. 

Mr, I. M. MARKS seconded the vote, which was carried by acclamation. 

The CHAIRMAN, in acknowledging the vote, said that the honorary officers were 
much indebted for the success of their labours to the eminent ability, zeal and devo- 
tion to the interests of the Congregation of Dr. Asher, the Secretary. to whom he 
begged to move a vote of thanks. Mr. D. Davis seconded the vote, which was eor- 
dially agreed to by the Council, and the meeting then concluded.

It is stated 
that the authorities have in view a highly eligible candidate for the post of Rabbi 
of the Seminary.

Ellis A. Franklin on the death of his brother, Mr. Lewis A. Franklin. 

The Rev. Prof. Marks having called attention to a which had been 

ublished in a Continental paper of some outrages which had been committed by 
Ralsacions on Jews at Widdin, it was resolved that a representation be made to the 
Foreign Office on the subject by the Joint Committee of the Association and the 
Board of Deputies if the report should be confirmed. 

On the recommendation of the Executive Committee, it was resolved that an 
English translation of Professor os pene ge opinion on the rights of the Jews 
of Roumania should be printed and circulated. 

The financial dred pier for the month of June showed that the Association 

possessed £2,831 in funded property, in addition to a cash balonce of £617. During 
the month remittances amounting to £140 had been received from the Branches in 
Birmingham and Sydney (New South Wales). 
_ A letter was read from the Foreign Office stating that a despatch had been 
received from Mr. Stevens, H.M.'s Consul at Tunis, in which he reported that owing 
to energetic steps taken by the Tunisian Government and particularly by the 
governor of that town, the ill-feeling against the Jews in the city of Tunis had 
been allayed and the acts of violence which resulted therefrom had been su ‘ 
A letter was read from the sons of the late Baron Lionel de Rothschild, acknow- 
ledging the letter of condolence addressed to them by the Council. It was resolved 
that the reply should be entered on the minutes. . 
Mr. Etim D’Avicpor suggested that endeavours should be made to compile a 
small Jewish Directory or Gazetteer containing as much statistical information about 
the Jews and Jewish communities throughout the world as could be collected. Such 
a work would be of great importance and advantage, and if the proposal were 
countenanced by the Council, he would take some preliminary steps with the view 
of endeavouring to ascertain whether his proposal could take practical shape. 
After some remarks by several members of the Council, a resolution was 
to the effect that the Council approve of Mr. D'Avigdor’s proposal, and that a 

tical Committee be appointed at a future meeting to assist Mr. D’Avigdor in his 
inquiries. 

A vote of thanks having been passed to the Chairman, the Council adjourned 
for the summer recess till the month of October.

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION, 


— 


Tae report of the annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association which 
appeared in the last issue of our journal will have put our readers au courant 
with the results of the last year’s labours, and with the programme which 
the Association has before it. It is not too much to say that during the 
last year a great deal has been achieved, and a great deal has been initiated. 
Results become matters of history, but the human mind is so constituted 
that it no sooner offers its sincere congratulations to success than it turns 
with solicitude to the future, and asks “‘ What is the next step; how is it 
to be taken?” and speculates upon ultimate issues. It is therefore not 
surprising that no sooner are we acquainted with the achievements of the 
past year than we turn with enquiring glances towards the future. Those 
who have laboured so well and so zealously may well be congratulated on 
the work actually accomplished. The elaborate Report issued by the Asso- 


ciation for the year 1878-9 opens by informing us that the Council haye 
attended to a large amount of work, having for its object “the protection 
of foreign Jewish communities, the furtherance of education, and the 


adoption of measures destined to be of considerable advantage at a future 
time,” 

Before entering on what is, to some extent, and to some extent only, the 
speculative element in the Report, we will glance at the principle on which 
the Anglo-Jewish Association is founded, and which runs with its existence 
—is ever present, and cannot be dissociated from the life of the Associa- 
tion itself—namely, it is a central body focalising Jewish interests, and at 
the same time a body from which radiates those influences which are 
destined, as we hope, to give unity to the Jewish race wherever it is found. 
That this is a principle worthy of its founders no one will deny, that it is 
entitled to support no well-wisher of Judaism will doubt, and that it is a 
principle which if consistently acted on and intelligently worked will carry 
out the intentions of its formulators we have every reason for believing. And 
there are good grounds for the belief. The eighth Report of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the interesting appendices which accompany it, 
prove conclusively that the Association’s labours have awakened sym- 
pathetic echoes in far distant lands. There is evidence, if evidence were 
wanting, that there still exists amongst Jews—scattered as they are, 
living under diverse circumstances as they do, speaking different languages, 
having different customs, and yielding political allegiance to every form of 
government—a racial as apart from a religious sympathy. It is somewhat a 
significant fact, and one which must not escape future historians, that whilst 
there is at this moment a less intense religious sentiment pervading Jews | 
throughout the world, there is an increase of racial attachment. 
Whether this is only a passing change due to social conditions 
and to the influences of nineteenth century civilization, or whether 
it is a phase in Hebrew development which will become fixed and intensified 
are questions into which we will not now enter, though they may fairly 
occupy the attention of the curious, and must not be overlooked either by 
those who labour for the present benefit of the race as a whole, or who 
attempt to give to the world a comprehensive history of the modern Judaism, 
This racial assertion of the Jews has not gone unmarked, and will not be 
without its conseqnences. We know that in some countries still the Jew, 
as a Jew, seems to owe some sort of apology to society for his very existence. 
It was so in this country, but the rising generation only know of it as a 
tradition ; in other countries the apologetic phase is still in force’; but there 
are yet other countries in which the apologetic chrysalis—if we may term it 
so—has burst, and the Jew asserts his own freedom and dignity. It is, 
perhaps, not a matter of surprise that the intensity of religious seuti- 
ment has decreased in some parts of the world, but whilst there is 
this racial vitality we shall not despair of having an element to work 
‘on, which shall prove the utility of Isragi and increase as the years roll on 
the power of any association: devoted to the task of protecting Jews wherever 
they are found, and fitting them by education to take their legitimate posi-— 
tion in the communities amongst which their lot is cast. We have said that 


this absence of apologetic existence has not been unmarked. Nor has it. It 


has been marked and generously and ungenerously criticised. ‘‘Can the Jew 
be a patriot?” was asked by Prof. Gorpwin Sirs, and was answered by 
him in the negative with all the unreasoning force of prejudice. GronrcE 
Eviot, with a truer appreciation and a finer instinct, has given popular 
currency to the hidden sentiments of the Hebrew mind, and has pointed out 
how a nation though scattered may be esentially homogeneous by its assertion 
of race. And there is nothing new in this. The old Roman, who was 
essentially a citizen of the world as well as its conqueror, asserted his nation- 
ality and his rights in the proud formula civis Romanus sum; and now Jews 
by the formula “I am a Jew,” found a bond and a claim—by this they are 
united, and upon this they ask from those who can give it help, sympathy 
and support. Wedo not, of course, put the claims of kinship above the 
claims of religion. We go no further than this, that the ties of race should 
not be ignored because the religious sentiment is not in its highest and most 
perfect form; for if this were done, then the communities enjoying the 
highest privileges would be justified in forgetting the existence of isolated 
communities having a debased ritual and imperfect conceptions of the 
teachings of Moses. The Anglo-Jewish Association has shown us during 
its existence that nothing is further from their intentions than to forget that 
“all Israel are brethren,” and that as brethren the unfortunate are worthy of 
the first consideration and of the highest efforts. The Association has been 
active in discovering, so far as practicable, the existence of colonies of Jews 
and in attracting them to the parent stem, and their success with the “ Beni- 
Israel” of Bombay, illustrates their activity and gives an earnest for their 
labours in the future with other outlying branches of the Jewish race. 


Although the Association have not yet seen the complete realization of theic 
desires with regard to the Jews in the Danubian Principalities, yet it is to be 
hoped that they will ultimately be fulfilled, and that at the next annual meeting 
Baron p—E Worms, as President, will bave the proud satisfaction of announcing 
the complete emancipation from civil, political and religious disabilities has

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THE ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 


— 


Tue report of the annual meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association which 
appeared in the last issue of our journal will have put our readers au courant 
with the results of the last year’s labours, and with the programme which 
the Association has before it. It is not too much to say that during the 
last year a great deal has been achieved, and a great deal has been initiated. 
Results become matters of history, but the human mind is so constituted 
that it no sooner offers its sincere congratulations to success than it turns 
with solicitude to the future, and asks “ What is the next step; how is it 
to be taken?” and speculates upon ultimate issues. It is therefore not 
surprising that no sooner are we acquainted with the achievements of the 
past year than we turn with enquiring glances towards the future. Those 
who have laboured so well and so zealously may well be congratulated on 
the work actually accomplished. The elaborate Report issued by the Asso- 


ciation for the year 1878-9 opens by informing us that the Council haye 
attended to a large amount of work, having for its object “ the protection 
of foreign Jewish communities, the furtherance of education, and the 


time.” 

Before entering on what is, to some extent, and to some extent only, the 
speculative element in the Report, we will glance at the principle on which 
the Anglo-Jewish Association is founded, and which runs with its existence 
—is ever present, and cannot be dissociated from the life of the Associa- 
tion itself—namely, it is a central body focalising Jewish interests, and at 
the same time a body from which radiates those influences which are 


destined, as we hope, to give unity to the Jewish race wherever it is found. 


That this is a principle worthy of its founders no one will deny, that it is 
entitled to support no well-wisher of Judaism will doubt, and that it is a 
principle which if consistently acted on and intelligently worked will carry 
out the intentions of its formulators we have every reason for believing. And 
there are good grounds for the belief. The eighth Report of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association and the interesting appendices which accompany it, 
prove conclusively that the Association’s labours have awakened sym- 
pathetic echoes in far distant lands. There is evidence, if evidence were 
wanting, that there still exists amongst Jews—scatteread as they are, 
living under.diverse circumstances as they do, speaking different languages, 
having different customs, and yielding political allegiance to every form of 
government—a racial as apart from a religious sympathy. It is somewhata 
significant fact, and one which must not escape future historians, that whilst 


there is at this moment a less intense religious sentiment pervading Jews _ 


throughout the world, there is an 
Whether this -is only a passing change due to social conditions 
and to the influences of nineteenth century civilization, or whether 
it is a phase in Hebrew development which will become fixed and intensified 
are questions into which we will not now enter, though they may fairly 
occupy the attention of the curious, and must not be overlooked either by 
those who labour for the present benefit of the race as a whole, or who 
attempt to give to the world a comprehensive history of the modern Judaism. 
This racial assertion of the Jews has not gone unmarked, and will not be 
without its consequences. We know that in some countries still the Jew, 
as a Jew, seems to owe some sort of apology to society for his very existence. 
It was so in this country, but the rising generation only know of it as a 
tradition ; in other countries the apologetic phase is still in force ; but there 
are yet other countries in which the apologetic chrysalis—if we may term it 
so—has burst, and the Jew asserts his own freedom and dignity. It is, 
perhaps, not a matter of surprise that the intensity of religious seuti- 
ment has decreased in some parts of the world, but whilst there is 
this racial vitality we shall not despair of having an element to work 
on, which shall prove the utility of Isragi and increase as the years roll on 
the power of any association devoted to the task of protecting Jews wherever 
they are found, and fitting them by education to take their legitimate posi- 
tion in the communities amongst which their lot is cast. We have said that 
this absence of apologetic existence has not been unmarked. Nor has it. . It 
has been marked and generously and ungenerously criticised. ‘‘Can the Jew 
be a patriot?” was asked by Prof. Gotpwin Smits, and was answered by 
him in the negative with all the unreasoning force of prejudice. GroncE 
Exiot, with a truer appreciation and a finer instinct, has given popular 
currency to the hidden sentiments of the Hebrew mind, and has pointed out 
how a nation though scattered may be esentially homogeneous by its assertion 
of race. And there is nothing new in this. 


increase of racial attachment. 


The old Roman, who was 


essentially a citizen of the world as well as its conqueror, asserted his nation- 


ality and his rights in the proud formula civis Romanus sum; and now Jews 
by the formula “I am a Jew,” found a bond and a claim—by this they are 
united, and upon this they ask from those who can give it help, sympathy 
and support. We do not, of course, put the claims of kinship above the 
claims of religion. We go no further than this, that the ties of race should 
uot be ignored because the religious sentiment is not in its highest and most 
perfect torm; for if this were done, then the communities enjoying the 
highest privileges would be justified in forgetting the existence of isolated 
communities having a debased ritual and imperfect conceptions of the 
teachings of Moses. The Anglo-Jewish Association has shown us during 
its existence that nothing is further from their intentions than to forget that 
‘all Israel are brethren,” and that as brethren the unfortunate are worthy of 
the first consideration and of the highest efforts. The Association has been 
active in discovering, so far as practicable, the existence of colonies of Jews 
and in attracting them to the parent stem, and their success with the “ Beni- 
Israel” of Bombay, illustrates their activity and gives an earnest for their 
labours in the future with other outlying branches of the Jewish race. 


Although the Association have not yet seen the complete realization of theic 
desires with regard to the Jews in the Danubian Principalities, yet it is to be 
hoped that they will ultimately be fulfilled, and that at the next annual meeting 
Baron p—E Worms, as President, will bave the prond satisfaction of announcing 
the complete emancipation from civil, political and religions disabilities has 
been secured, especially in Roumania where the greatest opposition has been 


adoption of measures destined to be of considerable advantage at a future 
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encountered. The Association continues to give substantial grants to Jewish 
Schools in the East. It is intended in the future not only to give money 
grants to the schools as hitherto, but also to encourage individual excel- 
lence of the pupils. Baron ps Worms pointed out very clearly in his speech 
at the annual meeting what are the important measures indicated in the 
Report by the words, “ the adoption of measures destined to be of considerable 
advantage at a future time,” from which so much is hoped in the future. 
They are measures to secure education to our brethren in the East by the 
foundation of Scholarships and Grants to enable pupils to pursue their studies 
after having finished their ordinary curriculum, That education in the Kast 
is backward amongst all—except the privileged classes—is an argument 
greatly in favour of educating Jews even above the level of their contempo- 
raries; for Jews, weighted by the prejudices of dominant races, must, in 
order to assert their proper position and to exercise their proper influence, 
possess educational advantages to enable them to make the most of intellec- 
tual superiority, where such superiority exists. This, then, is the great work now 
before the Association. Its magnitude cannot fail to be appreciated by those 
who take the trouble to ascertain the state of affairs in the East and the posi- 
tion which our brethren there unfortunately occupy. We must wait patiently 
for results, giving in the meantime our hearty sympathy an] support to the 
Executive in the full belief that by means of education our brethren 
in the East will in the future acquire for themselves that position which 
justifies our efforts and relieve us from those anxious responsibilities which 
at present weigh upon.us. In this work, we have no doubt, the Association 
will receive every encouragement. The Association has received from the 
Manchester branch special subventions in aid of educational objects, and no 
doubt the other branches will also show special interest in the educational 
work of the Association. In this work we are greatly interested, for it is by 
this that we hope to have tangibly brought home to us, in the words of the 
Report, that. “the good effects which follow from giving to the Jew the 
rights to which he is entitled and the education for which he is fitted, 
spread far beyond the scene of immediate action. The benefactor himself 
is benefited by the good work performed in aiding the forlorn, and in pacing 
them in a position to become self-reliant and self-independent.”

The official communications published hitherto upon the Jewish massacre 
at Carlovo are reported to be too much in favour of the assailants, and it is gaid 
the district commissary, Neidenoff, really reported the inhabitants of Carloyo as 
not unfavourably disposed to the Jews. The report does not correspond with 
the real facts, for it is asserted that Dr. Veneziani, who was delegated by the 
Israelite Alliance to bring back the Jews to Carlovo, was at first convinced of 
the impossibility of doing #0, and only after detailed conferences with the 
authorities did he bring back seventeen families of about sixty individuals, The 
next day they were so ill-treated, the women being pelted with stones and 
Veneziani himself beaten, that he felt obliged to take them back to Philippopolis, 
The authorities, as the official reports will show, did not sufficiently belp him 
but behaved ratber in a manner friendly to the assailants, 


The Vienna correspondent of the Times gives the following further confirmation 
of the reports respecting outrages upon Jews in Eastern Roumelia : “ Some time ago 
a report came to Philippopolis that some 30 Jewish families who during the war had 
fled from Karlovo. a little town at the foot of the Trojan Balkans, had returned there 
provided with the necessary documents to resume their old habitations. They had. 
however, it was stated, been driven out by the Bulgarian population, the local 
authorities, far from protecting the former, evidentiy conniving at their expulsion, 
M. Kallay, the Austro-Hungarian Commissioner, wished to bring the matter before 
the Commission. but the Russian Commissioner deciared that he could not enter into 
any discussion or take part in any resolution of the Commission until the question 
as to the binding force on the Governor of the decision of the Commission had been 
decided. The French Commissioner. while not objecting to discussing the matter. 
also declined taking any part in any resolution on the affatr. ‘Thereupon: the 
Commission dropped the matter.” 


OUTRAGES ON JEWS IN BULGARIA.

he was an eye-witness :— 


Oa the 6th June, the Governor of Widdin informed the head of the Jewish 


community in that town that he desired ail Jewish young men who have reached 
the age of 20, and who are under foreign protection, to appear before him. Oa 
the following day (the Sabbath) the Governor's commands were communicated 
to the young men as they entered the synagogue. Suddenly, during the 
reading of the Law, the synagogue was surrounded ty the police. At the 
saine time about fifty soldiers, headed by the Prefect of Police, penetrated into 
thecourtyard, The Prefect, accompanied by four suba'terns, entered the crowded 
synagogue, and wiilont any cause, they commenced abusing the worshippers 
with insulting language, whist they assaulted several persons and even tore at 
the beards of some old men, A large number attempted to leave the synagogne, 
but they were pushed back by the genadarmes, who dragged them by their hair, 
ears and necke. The dragoman of the Austrian Consulate, a Jew highly respected 
in society, addressed the Prefect and reproached him for these excesses, The 
only reply he received were slaps in the face and blows on his body from the 
subalterus. 

Eventually the Prefect ordered twenty-seven young Jews, whose names he 
called ont, to be arrested. Tuey were dragged to the Mairie, being ill-treated on 
the road by their escort who beat them with their carbines and sabres. After 
having been brought before the Governor of the town, who is said to have 
addressed them in the most filthy language, the young men were removed to an 
infected prison, where they were placed in humid subterranean cells, in company 
with thieves and assassins. When the writer of this account left Widdin, they 
were still detained in prison.

“THE MODERN HEP! HEP!!” 
[SECOND NOTICE]. 


According to the doctrine of Mr. Darwin, in the struggle for existence 
the fittest shall survive. George Eliot's “Modern Hep! Hep!!” is a 
commentary on the doctrine. By virtue of their strength and fitness, the 
Jews have survived in their struggle for existence, and now, through the 
same strength and fitness, they have become in modern days prominent in 
the affairs of men. These facts being apparent and beyond dispute, it may 
not be unavailing to examine the causes. 

The characteristics which distinguish one race from another are of two 
kinds of ever-varying relation—mental and physical. It is not necessarily 
a very strong race that will prevail in the struggle for existence amidst 
nations and inure throughout the ages. A powerful, energetic and vigorous 
race may cast itself against impossibilities and be worn out or destroyed. 
Absorption among a more numerous people is another fate which may befall 
a vigorous but numerically inferior race. The Northmen, or Normans of 
Scandinavian origin, are a notable example of a gifted and vigorous people 
rapidly absorbed. ‘The Normans, after an unprecedented career of glory and 
conquest, attaining dominion in the early middle ages in Western and 
Southern Europe, long since lost their national individuality, and became 
merged in the nations whom they so easily conquered. They were numerous 
enough, presumably, to defy absorption, and doubtless, if their racial charac- 
teristics had been more strongly marked, they would have survived as a 
branch of the Scandinavian peoples. 

In like manner peoples with special mental characteristics do not 
necessarily survive in the struggle fer existence. The Hellenic branch of 
the Aryan race had very strongly marked mental qualities, but having been 
conquered by the Romans, and subsequently by the barbarians, their mental 
characteristics were lost or destroyed. Thus it would appear that in order 
to survive in the struggle for existence, and especially in order to retain the 
special qualities of race, a nation must possess, not only well-marked 
characteristics, but some quality or power which will enable it to resist fasion 
and absorption, .nd at the same time permit it to accommodate itself to the 
environment which threatens its separate existence. The Jews, as a matter 
of fact, have survived in the struggle for existence and have retained their 
racial characteristics. Whatis the quality or power, therefore, which they 
possess which has caused the survivai of their characteristics of race? That 
is the problem, and George Eliot has provided some material for its solution. 
The pedigree of the Jewish nation is not obscure. Iti: a branch of one of 
the most ancient and one of the greatest divisions of the human family. 
The Semites were great and early rulers of men. The first empires of the 
world were Semitic, and, with the exception of the Egyptians, whose origin 
is doubtful, the Semites were the first people who promoted civil zation. 
They created “the State,” they transformed the groups of families into 
“the Nation,” and they raised up “the King”—he subdued the people 
and invented Government. The Assyrian and Babylonian empires have 
long since passed away, leaving nothing but colossal monuments to testify 
to their power and greatness, The mongrel Persian and the Turanian Turks 
reign in the place of these grand old Semites. The Pheenician, too, has 
passed away, leaving no successor save the enterprising ‘ Levanter,” whose 
origin is of many races. The Carthaginian, who made so great a straggle 
for dominion just 2,000 years'ago, has long become extinct, and his cities 
lie buried under the sands of the African desert. Of the great old Semitic 
race, the Jews and the Arabs alone survive. 
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It would be difficult to find among the nations of the earth a greater | 


contrast than that offered by the characteristics of the modern Jew and the 
Arab, yet their origin is similar, perhaps identical. Ethnologists tell us 
that physically they are closely related, and'in external appearance there is 
much resemblance. How comes it, then, that the Arab remains the type of 
a civilization wholly stationary, that-he is without ambition and without a 
future; whilst the Jew is forward, amidst the most advanced forms of 
thought, full of impulse and activity, an ardent promoter of civilization, 
eager for distinction in the world of literature, art and science, developing 
& genius for government and for public affairs, and striving to take part in 
the moral, intellectual and material progress of this great age. The causes 
of the retention by the Jews of their racial characteristics, as well as their 
contrast to their cognates the Arabs must be sought for amid the pages of 
their religious history, and in the fact of their wide dispersion. 2 
It is not at all necessary for the enquirer to determine whether the 
hg to the Jews contained in their sacred books were or were not 
ivine Promises. The Jews believed them, and still believe them to be so 
and their belief or faith rests on that assumption. The philosophic enquirer 
rests his argument on the fwith of the Jews in those promises, and the argu- 
ment is valid in proportion to the strength of the faith, not the value of the 
promises. Thus it is contended that the consciousness of the high destiny 
of the Jews produced by the promises contained in the sacred books gave 
them (the Jews) the strength and the power to triumph alike over their 
foes and their misfortunes. That is the influence of hope on the mind, The 
future looking brighter than the present, the mind leans to the contem la- 
tion of the future. The opposite contemplation, viz., of the past, also a0 
cises an important influence on the mind. The effects of the prosperity of 
the Jews during the Davidic and Solomonic periods of their history, lasted 
long after such periods had been succeeded by disaster, The memory of 
past glories naturally blended with the hope of future triumphs, and in that 
contemplation the misery of the present seemed forgotten or diminished 
The dispersion of the Jews, moreover, amid varying circumstances and 
conditions, developed a faculty of adaptation to the existing environment 
which became of the greatest importance as persecution began to limit the

exercise of the energies of the race. Thus it would seem that the character- 


istics of modern Jews are the sum of three factors, viz., a strong and 
vigorous race—the consciousness of destiny—and the fact of the dispersion. 

The history of the Jews subsequent to their dispersion, likewise has 
helped to modify the racial characteristics, and has tended to develop the 
qualities which we now find in them. The history contains alternate light 
and shade—(alas, at times far too much shade). The periods of prosperity, 
such es during the Moorish rule in Spain, provided the memories, which 
later, in their turn, gave the endurance to i 
suffering. George Eliot rightly says “that the nobleness of a people depends 
on its capability of being stirred by memories,” and in the case of the Jews, 
the “memories” had, in times of persecution, often to support them during 
the agony of martyrdom, The very general persecution of the Jews during 
the middle ages greatly intensified national feeling, and that “force of 
sentiment in common which make the national consciousness.” In fact, the 
efforts to destroy the nationality only had the result of consolidating it. 
Fortunately, persecution is rarely successful, and the chief effect of 
persecution (though undoubtedly modifying national character) has been to 
leave the indelible stain of infamy on the nemes of the persecutore. 

In one sense, persecution was favourable to the continuance of the 
national life of the Jews. George Eliot says “ that it caused a concentra- 
of their joys in domestic life and left in them a capacity for tenderness, the 
pity of the fatherless and the widow, the care of the women and the little 
ones, which blended intimately with their religion,’ and in another place 
George Eliot says, “the kindliness of the Jew overflows the division between 
him and the Gentile.” Thus it came that the strong and vigorous race in the 
struggle for existence has been neither absorbed nor destroyed. The contest 
was long and severe. It is now passed. The Jewish race, in these happy days of 
peace and toleration, is full of life and hope. The length and severity of the 
conflict have, however, profoundly modified the national characteristics. 
Always sustained by the glories of the past and the faith in the promises 
of the future, it bas escaped the destruction for which its enemies so long 
sought. Persecution, limiting its outward advancement, intensified its 
inward development. Hindered from sharing in the activities of the world, 
Jews sought their life in the family. Hence the strength of the family 
feeling and the purity of the family life. Their “stedfastness ” has taught 


them patience, and to hope, and their hopes have since been ampiy fulfilled, 


but, let us not forget that it is the “stedfastness” of the willow, which bends 
but is not up-rooted, rather than that of the oak, which resists the tempest 
and the whirlwind. The ancient race has bent before many a storm, the 
storms have passed, but have left some trace, for the curved stem of the 
willow still indicates the direction of the wind. 


THE JEWS AND THE BERLIN TREATY. 


The Vienna correspondent of the Daily Teleqgravh says ;: “ The emancipation 
of the Jews from political disabilities is making slow progress ia the Roumanian 
Legislature, Each party seems to advocate a diilerent application of Article 44 
of the Treaty of Berlin, while none of them are prepared to see Jews, natives of 
the principality, placed on a footing of equality with the Christians. The 
feeling on the subject throughout the principality is so strong that, to a great 
extent, the Government bas its hands tied. The position of M. Bratiano and his 
colleagues at the present moment is a most difficult one. However much they 
may be inclined to meet the wishes of the Powers, they are altogether powerless 
to go beyond certain limite, owing te the very important materia! interests that 
are at stake, and the very earnest manner in which the matter has consequently 
been taken up by the Chambers. Amongst the Powers it is Germany who shows 
most concern as to the measures under consideration, and it is whispered at 
Bucharest and elsewhere that emancipation of the Jews only serves as a pretext 
to the German Government for exercising pressure on Roumania, in view of a 
totally different object, namely, the purchase of the Roumanian Railways by$the 
State. If Germauy be really exclusively desirous for the establishment 
of religious equality in. the Principalities, an opportunity of proving that 
such is the sole object of the severe remonstrances made by the 
German representative at Bucharest now presents iteelf. A short tim 
ago M. Veneziani, agent of the Jewish Alliance, went to Philippopolis 
with the necessary funds for assisting the Jewish fugitives to return 
to their homes. Part of these funds was supplied by the Alliance and 
the rest by a Jewish banker well known for his charitable donations. M. Vene 
ziani proceeded to Karlowo, and, after making some arrangement with the 
authorities, he fetched seventeen Jewish families, with whom he returned to 
Karlowo on the 22ad of last month. The first day all was quiet, but the day 
after the Jews were mobbed, and obliged to leave the town again. They were 
stoned by the Bulgarians, a group of women being seriously injured ; and M. 
Veneziani himself was cudgeled by a mob of infuriated females. The attitude 
of the authorities is said to have been ambiguous. On arriving at Philippopolis 
M. Veneziani naturally put the matter before the Secretary-Geveral of the new 
Administration, who urged him not to let the story abroad, and he would see 
that proper redress was forthcoming. Germany is so intent upon obtaining 
political rights for the Jews in Roumania that perhaps Prince Bismarck will 
raise his voice on behalf of their personal security in Eastern Roumelia. 
Otherwise the imputations referred to above would appear to be not altogether 
groundless.” 


Jewish AGRICOLTURAL CoLonres IN Russia,—The Berlin correspondent of 
the Times says that “ the Russo-Polish and Lithuanian towns are swarming with 
such a large and unemployed Jewish population that the civic authorities are no 
longer able to support them, and the Government have therefore resolved to 
found more agricultural! colonies in the various provinces for the reception of this 
superfluous Hebrew proletariat, those created several years ago having of late 
shown signs of prosperity.

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NOTES ON THE JEWS IN CHINA. 


[Translated from f a Hebrew Letter addressed by Mr. J. L. Lieber- 
mann,” to his futher ia Ciel Austrian Silesia, and published in the Annval 


Report of the Anglo-Jewish Association. } 


When my travels you desired me to inquire into the condition 
of our Jesieh beethren iD different rts of the world, and with this wish I 
resolved to comply as well as I possibly could. You asked me to ascertain what 
traces might be discovered respecting the Ten Tribes, concerning whom man 
fabulous accounts have been circulated. I visited Abyssinia, passed throug 
Arabia, Bokhara, touched Cabul and Candabar, and cane to China. The Jews 
whem Y met in the several coantries principally followed the ritual of the Sephar- 
dim, in some instances that of the Ashkenasim. I also came into contact with 
Jews from Cochin. All of them adhere to Judaism according to the rabbinical 
teachings, and are extremely strict in their observances. 

The Jews residing in Arabia have to endare unbearable hardships from the 
followers of Islam, and are, as a rule, in a most destitute condition. The same 
is the case with the Jews in Persia. Persecution and ignorance go hand in hand, 
The Jews of Yemen are very much given to the study of mysticism (Kabbala). 
They are easily recognised as Jews by their long pendent ringlets. Young and 
old walk about in tattered raiments, and wear the fringed garment in the public 
thoroughfares. Tie Jews in Bokhara maintain that their country is the one 
designated in the Bible as Halah and Habor. They are subjected to very heavy . 
burdens and to cruel treatment. As in other Mahomedan countries, they are 
obliged to wear a distinguishing head-drese. Their language is identical with 
their Mahomedan fellow subjects. They are polygamous. 

In the mountains of Candahar the people mention traditions that they came 
from Samaria as descendants of the Ten Tribes before the First Temple had been 
destroyed. They were permitted to settle there under the condition that they 
should subdue the mountain tribes, with which condition they complied. Many 
hundred years ago this — was subjected by rulers of Persia, and was 
compelled to embrace the Mahomedan religion. They maintain that they are 
descendants of the tribe of Ephraim, and they have preserved certain brazen 
vessels which are said to bear Samaritan inscriptions. I have seen some of those 
vessels. They areinscribed with equare characters, which differ very materially 
from those in use amongst us, ana have a resemblance to the writing employed 
in eome amulets. 

Jews immigrated into Cochin from Europe about four hundred years ago, 
and became possessed of 1 umerous black slaves of both sexes. In the course of 
time they manumitted their s!aves, who became rigorously attached to the 
Jewish religion. The descendants of those slaves increased very largely, and 
received some instruction in Judaism from European Jews arriving in Cochin. 
Many of the black Jews have joined the Britieh army, in whica they are regarded 
as valuable aod faithful soldiers. 

When I reached China, I found it extremely difficult to acquire the language 
of the country, for as 1 went about trading, I perceived that in nearly every city 
there was a considerable difference in the dialect. Hence it occurs that Chinese 
themselves, on arrivirg from remote localities, are sometimes compelled to hold 
written instead of oral converse. I assumed the garb of the natives, and plaited 
my hair in the Chioese fashion. Thus I travelled from place to place, and was 
always on the alert to obtain some intelligence about the Jews in that country. 
I had placed myself under British protection, and was therefore supplied with a 
permit to visit the interior of the cuuntry. Although I had been furnished with 
such a document my safety was often endangered owing to the existence of feuds 
in diffcrent districts. Sometimes I was regarded as a spy, and had many miracu- 
lous escapes. [ was on some occasions foriunate enovgh to receive letters of 
protection from the leaders of the hostile parties. 

In Jaly, 1867, came to the city of Kae-fung-foo in the district of Ho-nan, 
six hours distant from the river Ho-ang-fo (which means the Golden River). 
Here I found Jews who are termed Taou-kin-kedon (which means “ taking ont 
the sinew from the flesh”). This city is very populous, and its inhabitants pro- 
fess Mahomedanism. Followers of Christianity are aleo to be found there. All 
are dressed alike, speak alike, and conform to the habits prevailing in China, both 
as regards the head-dress and other externals. 1 was told that prior to the inva- 


sion of China by the Mantshoos, the style of drees and the general customs were | 


quite different. Kae-fung-fooisa very ancient city, surrounded by strong walls, 
and was at one time the Imperial residence. When I camo there the guards at 
the gate would not permit me to pass until they had seen that my papers were 
in order. In beteking myself to the ‘ foreigners’ inn,’ I was guarded right and 
left, in front and behind, by armel men, until I reached my destination, for the 
inhabitants of the place behave fiercely and cruelly towards Europeans. Many 
missionarice, both of the Catholic and the Protestant religion, who visited this 


place, had, | was told, never quitted it withcut being exposed to serious insult. | 


On the first day I invited some men of Israelite desceat, and who are known as 
Taou-kin-kedou, J asked them how they and their families were called, and it 
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appeared to me that their names were |ike those of Jews, only that they were | 


pronounced very corruptly. I inquired what religion they followed, and they 
told me that they professed the religion of Moses. 
of the Ged they worshipped, they told me “ Ye-cho a-cha” (Jehovah), a pronun- 
ciation which apparently has been adopted to avoid a profane utterance of the 
ineffable name. I then asked them whether they had a Scroll of the Law of 
Moses. They told me : “ We ueed to have several sefarim (scrolls), but foreigners 
who came heré,aud of whom we did not know whether they were Icraclites or 
not, took them from us, alleging that they merely wished to inspect them, and 
that they would return them to us. But when they once had possession of them 
they kept them.” It seemed to me that these Scrolls were purchased for a very 
high price from the poor of that town. If any one of those people should still 
have a Scroll of the Law he would not be willing to show it to a stranger. I was 
informed that two hundred of their families had removed to Pekin, and had taken 
with them three Scrolls. It was mentioned to me by some of my informants that 
in this town they had formerly avery fine synagogue, which was built on the 
model of the Temple in Jerusalem, and had existed for several centuries, In a 
certain port cf the synagogue court, they used to burn incense by day and by 
night. A part of that building was-called Bethel (the House of God). Only 
Cohanim (descendants of Aaron) officiated there un Sabbaths, Festivals and New 
cous. Men, women, and children used regularly to assemble in the synagogue 
ou days of the New Moon. Here the Jews made votive cfferings, burnt incense, 
and chanted hymns and religious songs, which were accompanied by the beating 
of drama and by other instruments. On such occasions the Jews feasted and 
made merry, distributed gifts among the poor, and suspended at the doors and 
windows of their housee, as also at those of the synagogue, blue and purple

This caused them to despair of their synagogue, which 

was completely abandoned, and of which not one stone was left on the other,-

who could read the Law, and who might re-introduce amongst them the know. 

ledge now fallen into oblivion. 

I visited the site of their ancient aynagogue and found nothing but stones 
which were traces of the entrance-yard. The avenue appeared to have been 
about 15 ells in length by 4 ells in width. The foundation was covered with 
refuse, and evidently consisted of stone. The stone lintel contained a Chinese 
inscription in large characters. The words were “li-fa su-eze Taou-kin-kedoy”® 
(which means “the House of God and the religion of those who extract the 
sinew from the flesh”). The place occupied by the synagogue is a wretched 
spot, covered with mire and pools of water. Here I saw a stone pillar, 3 ells in 
length by 1 ell in width, with a Chinese inscription, stating that persons who 
are not of the Israelitish religion should not enter this place. I asked my Jewish 
friends from whence their ancestors had come to settle here. They could only 
say that their fathers caine from the West, and had been exiled from their land 
“because they had rebelled against the will of the Almighty.” They declared: 
“We are the sons of Abraham, Ieaac and Jacob, and are descended from the 
tribe of Asher.” Many hundred years ago, so they said, their fathers had come 
in seven families, in addition to some who had no pedigree. Four hundred 
more or less, were in that town ; in Pekin there were about two hundred families, 
and in Hansho and near Ningpo, as also in other places, many were likewise 
scattered. The ravages of war had carried off many Jews. 
held high military posis and Government offices. Throvgh following a tnilitary 
career and throng» being scattered, the majority of the Jews had become so 
entirely ignorant cf their religion that they abandoned its tenets. Yet their 
descendanta still abstained from eating swine-flesh and any meat killed by a 
stranger. They abstained from the use of blood, and the eating of anything 
impure of beasts, bir's and fishes. Toiey also refrained from intermarrying with 
persone of other creeds. They still had a burial-ground of their own. 

I inquired whether they had records or ancient writings bequeathed to them 
by their ancestors, and offered to buy any of their relics. They told me that 
they had nothing left but a stone-tablet, which had been attached to the wall of 
the synagogue, and that it was inscribed with characters which none of them 
could read. I urged them to let me see the stone, but they could not permit me 
to accompany them to its hiding-place, lest it might become known to the 
inhabitants. Besides, I could not leave the honse withont being surrounded by 
a countless mob of men, women and children. The populace hooted and 
exclaimed “ wooch wo ne 8.0” (which means “the ghost of a stranger”). I 
dared not show myself anywhere, and my lan@lord begged me to quit his house, 
in which I could no longer be safe. I never ventured to part with my weapon, 
and only began to think how I could escape from this. dangerous place. Mean- 
while, the native Jews brought me the stone to which I have referred, and 
which was about 32 inches in length, 16 inches in width, and 8 inches thick. It 
was black in colour, and had a Llebrew insctiption in two vertical lines. The 
first line contained the words (Dent. viii, 3), AN “AD RYO The 
second line had the following words: “AND "NTS 

They mentioned to me that in the synagogue, according to the traditions of 
their ancestors, there was a golden bell, on which was inscribed in Hebrew 
characters the time when the synagogue was built, the place where they came 
from, why they had come thither, and some other matters unknown to them. 
The Mahomedans of the place had stolen this bell, and also the books which 
were originally in the synagogue. It was stated that the Mahomedans stil!

I had already spent there so 
many days, whilst ordinarily a stranger is not permitted to remain longer than 
three days. To my deep regret, circumstances did not permit me to visit Pekin.
